Tothe enumeration 
of theſe, ler us onely adde thankfulnefſe and cantion, and pro- 
ceed to their after Machination;, the bitter fruits of which the 
Proteſtant Churches yet feele. Y | 
King Tames, before he came to the Crowne of England, had 
a heart too large for his Dominion, and therefore extended his 
affeQionate thoughts to the Kingdoms of England and Ireland, 
which he longed for a peaccable poſſeſſion of. | 

The Faftors of Rowe having ſtudied his intereſt and nature, 
according to their wonted confidence attempt him : as for his 
Underſtanding, ſo well informed in the Forgeries and Fal/hoois 
of the Romiſh Religion,it was not to be ventured on,and there- 
fore they proportion their workings to his paſſions, which were, 
Deſire of the acceſſion of power, mixt with a more then ordina-

This was the moſt conſiderable Progrefſe made in his time,

And that there might be no occaſion of 
drawing ſupplies of money that way, which had ſo many. othev 
Inconveniences attending it, ſeverall exquiſite Engines of inj- 
quity and oppreſſion werefound out by Fefton, Noy, and o- 
thers,as Loans,Patents,Ship-money,&c. And thus for twelve 
years, or thereabouts, were Parliaments intermitted, and the 
' hopes, if not remembrance, of them almoſt worn out, 

Then for Pritanes,men cordially Proteſtant and zealous of 
their own Religion, which no where but among us is a fault, 
becauſe they were tenacious of juſt Liberty, and true Religion, 
how ſtudiouſly and ſpightfully are they diſgraced, as men of An- 
timonarchicall Principles,fa&tious ſpirits, rapked with 7eſuires 
Cwho were yet better uſed Jas the Incendiaries of Churches and 
States. For the ſuppreſſing theſe men, the authority of the High 
Commiſſton,Star-chamber, Biſhops Courts, and the ordinar 
Covrts of Jultice,through the corruption of- Judges and other 
infcriour Oihcers , were made very ſcrviceable; and that the

Soveraigne, Your ſacred! Majiſty,not onely in formall compel- 
lations,but ſolemne Covenants. | Let the world judge whether 
the challenged Power of the Pope, and the grounds of Popery, 
would not have given the Subjects an abſolution, and elta- 
bliſhed proceedings upon other grounds then the Puritanes of 
England and Scotland yet do. Yet fo farre, through the jult 
judgements of od, have the intoxications of Rowe ,. backed 
with continuall evill Councels, prevailed with His Majclty,as 
that ir may be ſaid juſtly. of him as David, he loves his ene- 
mics, and hates his friends, and prefers them who have plaid 
ſome of Ab/aloms tricks with him,to his moſt Faithfull ſervants 
and-people. It may be his Maj-{ty is led by this Principle, That 
if he prevaile he gaines much,if not, he loſeth nothing,. onely is

In- 
creaſe of power, was in the Negotiation, pretended for the King, 
intended for the Biſhops, who onely made uſe of the Kings 
power,for the advancement of their own, And though the King 
m19ht eaſily judge, that no addition of power could be 1n them , 
without a Diminution of His ; yet ſofarre had this Circeqn Cup 
prevailed, that Biſhops and their Agents, becaule they ferved 
the turn for the preſeut, and proſtituted their learning, power 
and confciences, to the vindication of illegall Actions, and 
Autherity, were entruſted, not onely with Eccl-ſpa5ticall, but 
a very great ſhare in C:ivill affairs ; fome of them being of the 
Privy Councell, in all the three Kingdoms, and more eſpecially 
the Archbiſhop of Saint Androws, Chancellor of Scetland, the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Controller of the Councell im E noland, 
who, through the Kings confidence, and his own pragmatick 
diſpofition, had an intiuence upon a'l buſineſſe of conſequence 
that was tranſaRed;And as the King preſumed them his friends, 
ſo the Pope knew they were his own. Their funtion was 4 
degree nearer in kindred to him, then any other Government of 
the Church, and the perſons of ſome of them - ( as being men 
addicted to Superſtition and Idolatry) were more (erviceavle 
then tkeir Othces. 
And it is worth the esfervation, what care the Fation ta 
take

take to keep this main out-work to Popery , in preſſing their 
Calling upon mens conlciences, which every body,unlefſe ſome 
of their own Fayourites;found o offenſive in all other reſpects.

Laſtly, Another I intol u&tion made for the reſignation of this 
Church and Kingdom into the boſome of Rowe ; was that /o- 
worance and Prophaneneſſe, .which were generally countenanced 
in the Kingdom. That there was all means uſed for the 
growth of theſe Cardinall vertues is evidently manifeſt, As for 
Tnorance , how [tudiouſly. did the Pharifaicall Prelates keep 
from the people the Key of knowledge , by diſeracing and dit. 
countenancing Preaching, filencing paintull Miniſters, putting 
dgwn Lectures, and when good men ( willing to take any ad- 
vantage to diſcharge their Conſciences) in ſtead of Preaching, 
expounded the common Catechiſme, tn that they were reſtra1:!= 
ed by Wrens Articles; and all diſcourſe of Religion forbidden 
upon occafionall meetings. But'T am ſure, that isno Apoſtoiixe - 
Rule, if Saint Pal be conſulted, (Col.z. 46;) for theadvance= 
ment of the Apoſtolike Sea, as it 1s called.

Y Bur the fullett and ſaddeſt Evidence in this buſineſle js to be 
drawn fromtheducexamination, and confideration of theRe- 
bellion in Ireland,(for ſo it was once called) wherin there haye 
periſhed neare two hundred thouſand'ſoules, by the hands of 
thoſe wicked'and deteſtable Rebels ( as they are called by his 
Majeſty in his Declaration of April the 8. 1642.) ſo odjous to- 
Godand all good men, with whom if his Majefties Counſcls 
prove confederate , I think it will be ſuſſicient to convince our 
moderate men, and awake them out of that Neutrality, which 
is as unprofitable as it is deteſtable, fince it neither procures:
